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MILK  SUPPLy 


A conflidemLle  quantity  of  milk  is  'brought  into  the  area 
from  the  surrounding  agricultural  districts  and  this  with  the 
supply  produced  within  the  area  is  ample  for  the  requirements 
of  the  population;  and  judging  from  the  results  of  the  samples 
taken  from  time  to  time  the  quality  appears  to  be  fairly  good. 

Action  was  immediately  taken  after  the  passing  of  the  Milk 
A Dairies  (Amendment)  Aot,1922  for  making  up  the  two  registers 
required  to  be  kept.  An  inspection  was  made  of  all  the 
registered  cowsheds  and  dairies  and  notioes  serred  where 
required,  with  the  result  that  oonsiderable  improrement  was  mde 
in  the  cowsheds  and  ddiries. 

It  was  net  found  neeessaxy  to  take  any  action  as  to 
tubereuleus  milk  and  tuberoulous  cattle. 

Ko  applications  were  made  for  licences  granted  for  the  sale 
of  milk  under  special  designations  and  no  licences  were 
therefore  granted. 

Do  applications  for  registration  of  retailers  were  refused 
and  no  cases  of  rerocation  of  registration  were  oonsidered. 

Do  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  milk  were 
made  by  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority. 

Regulations  were  framed  by  the  Cotuicil  under  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  some  years  ago  but  they  did  not 
reoeiTS  the  neoeasaxy  sanction.  Do  action  was  taken  in  recent 
years  to  obtain  this  sanction  in  view  of  the  passing  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act, 1915  &nd  the  Regulations  or 
Orders  to  be  made  thereunder. 

WAIiSfl  SUPPUr  oy  SCHOOLS. 

All  the  lavatories,  urinals  A closets  of  all  the  Schools 
in  the  area  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Council's  mains.  The 
supply  of  water  has  generally  been  sufficient  and  satiafaetoiy . 

(The  Schools  are  all  provided  with  closets  flushed  with  water 
by  means  of  automatic  flushing  tanks  regulated  to  flush  as  often 
as  may  be  required).

MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 
For  1925 


To  THE  FESTINIOG  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  you  with  niy  Annual  Report  for 
your  consideration  for  the  year  ending  31st.  December,  1925. 

According  to  paragraph ’13  of  circular  540  (Wales)  January  5th, 
1925,  this  report  must  be  a Survey  Report  to  deal  comprehensively 
with  all  other  matters  appertaining  to  the  health  of  the  Urban  Area 
during  the  last  five  years. 

With  the  kind  permission  of  Richard  Jones,  Esq.,  M.D.,  D.P,H. 
(Camb.),  our  late  M.O  H.,  I snail  give  a comparison  of  our  statistics 
to-day  with  that  of  1905. 

The  Registrar  General  only  allows  the  area  an  increase  of  16  In 
the  population  to  that  of  1924.  The  private  census  taken  in  November 
1925  shows  an  increase  of  470,  and  probably  if  this  had  been  an 
official  census  I have  no  doubt  that  the  population  of  the  area  would 
be  more  and  the  present  day  vital  statistics  would  be  still  more 
favourable. 

In  the  late  Spring  of  1921,  there  was  a malignant  type  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  area  which  persisted  up  to  Christmas  of  that  year 
Scarlet  Fever,  Influenza,  and  Pneumonia  has  been  prevalent  through 
the  five  years. 

Only  one  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Miningitis  was  reported,  which 
proved  fatal. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  closed  the  Slate  Quarries  Infant 
School,  in  February,  owing  to  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  among  child- 
ren of  School  age.  There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  from  Nov- 
ember 1925  to  the  end  of  the  year,  three  deaths  were  recorded.  The 
epidemic  was  traced  to  an  infected  child  brought  from  South  Wales. 

Any  defects  in  the  sanitation  of  the  Schools,  such  as  ventilation, 
the  water  supply  to  the  wash-hand  basins  or  W.C.,  should  be 
immediately  reported  to  the  proper  authority.  This  is  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  health  of  the  children. 
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In  view  of  the  tremendous  traffic  through  the  town,  a water  cart 
is  essential,  and  for  no  other  purpose  during  dry  weather,  so  as  to  keep 
the  dust  in  control,  as  there  is  a good  deal  of  food  exposed  for  sale 
which  will  be  consumed  un-cooked,  and  thus  be  a scource  of  an 
epidemic  and  some  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  and  Gastric  Troubles. 

There  is  aho  a great  amount  of  litter  about  the  streets,  most  of  this 
comes  from  stalls  near  the  Market  Hall,  where  straw  and  paper  gets 
blown  up  the  streets  by  S.W.  winds. 

There  are  no  receptacles  to  contain  orange  peel,  banana  skins, 
horse  manure,  and  other  street  refuse.  It  is  made  into  dumps  and  left 
until  some  convenient  time  to  be  cleared  by  the  Council  employees. 

The  water  supply  is  not  quite  equal  for  the  whole  area.  I am  glad 
that  the  Dolrhedyn  area  is  getting  attention,  as  this  area  has  increased 
in  population  during  the  last  two  years,  and  the  water  supply  is  far 
from  being  satisfactory.  There  is  a tremendous  wastage  of  water. 
Plumbers  are  scarce  for  repairing  leakages  on  private  property,  and 
this  leads  to  a great  amount  of  waste. 

I am  pleased  to  acquaint  you  there  was  not  a death  from  Puerperal 
Sepsis  nor  any  other  accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy  and 
parturition  in  the  area,  and  no  doubt  this  is  due  to  the  provisions  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  1 hope  the  authority  responsible  vviil  take 
all  the  facilities  under  the  regulations  to  enhance  this  depa-tn.ent  of 
Public  Health.  I must  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  364 
children  born  in  1905,  70  died  under  one  year  of  age,  and  in  1925, 
161  born  and  1 1 died. 

I publish  the  private  Census  Return  taken  in  November 

I am  grateful  to  R.  H.  Jones,  Esq , Dolawel,  and  E.  L.  Evans, 
Esq.,  the  Council  Surveyor,  for  their  kind  permission  to  publish  the 
results  ot  the  Rain  Fall  for  the  year. 

I beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  part  in  the  report  the  water 
supply,  as  it  is  very  essential  that  there  should  be  a great  deal  more 
conservancy  exercised. 

A Hospital  called  the  War  Heroes’  Memorial  Hospital  was  opened 
during  the  year,  consisting  of  fourteen  beds  and  one  for  obstetiic 
purposes.  This  is  available  for  the  area  and  is  a source  of  much 
utility  and  should  be  greatly  appreciated.  An  inst  tution  of  this 
kind  was  suggested  in  the  report  of  1905,  and  mention  was  also  made 
of  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  Assembly  Rooms.  I am  glad  this 
is  having  attention  and  hope  something  may  be  done  in  regard  at 
least  to  the  ventilation  of  this  much  frequented  Hall.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  Morwynion  Lake  which 
is  situated  in  the  mountains  at  an  altitude  of  over  1300  feet  above  sea 
level  and  about  three  miles  from  Festiniog  Village.  It  is  a natural 
lake  of  about  27  acres  and  when  full  is  twelve  feet  above  the  bottom 
outlet  pipe.  Owing  to  the  peaty  nature  of  the  water  the  Council  de- 
cided in  191 3 to  provide  a purification  plant,  and  an  Installation  of 
Bell's  Mechanical  Filters  was  erected  near  Garreglwyd  Farm  and  com- 
pleted in  1914.  These  are  capable  of  dealing  with  750,000  gallons 
daily.  Lime  is  added  to  the  water  at  these  filters  and  it  is  clarified 
and  purified  with  aluminoferric  and  chloros.  The  filtering  medium 
has  been  renewed  during  the  year  for  the  first  time  since  the  installa- 
tion of  the  plant. 

The  supply  from  the  lake  provides  the  whole  district  except 
isolated  places  and  is  constant  and  ample  except  in  the  Dolrhedyn 
district  where  it  is  intermittent  owing  to  the  altitude  cf  this  district  and 
being  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  water  mains.  It  is  contemplated 
erecting  an  auxiliary  service  tank  hereat  during  the  coming  year,  and 
which  will  make  the  service  constant. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  supplied  from  the  works  is  about 
2280  with  an  approximate  population  of  9000  vvhen  all  the  houses  are 
occupied.  All  houses  have  separate  supplies  direct  from  the  mains, 
there  being  no  standpipes, 
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During  the  year  a l|-inch  branch  water  main  was  laid  by  the 
owner  from  the  8 ins.  main  at  Hendreddu  to  Pengwern  Old  Hall  and 
Brynrug  Farm, 

A great  deal  of  work  was  carried  out  during  the  last  two  years  in 
cleaning  the  peaty  incrustation  from  the  water  mains.  All  the  2-inch 
mains  in  Maenofferen,  Gors  and  Dolrhedyn  districts  were  cleaned,  and 
the  4-inch  main  from  Bwlchygwynt  around  Rhiw  and  down  to  the 
Tanygrisiau  Post  Office  was  also  cleaned,  • besides  a large  number  of 
smaller  galvanised  mains.  The  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  both 
hydraulic  and  hand-scraping.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  greater  portion  of  the  district  has  been  properly  drained  and 
sewered.  There  are  three  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  three  are  on 
the  double  contact  system.  No.  1 Scheme  treats  the  sewage  of  the 
whole  village  of  Festiniog.  The  filtering  medium  of  the  coarse  beds 
is  being  renewed  and  repairs  carried  out.  Scheme  No.  2 treats  the 
sewage  of  the  whole  of  Manod  district,  and  the  filtering  medium  of 
the  fine  beds  is  being  r^^newed  and  repairs  carried  out.  Scheme  No  3 
receives  the  sewage  from  the  most  populous  part  of  the  area.  The 
coarse  beds  have  slate  as  medium  on  the  Dibdin  system. 

No  new  sewers  were  constructed  during  ihe  year. 

The  contemplated  scheme  No.  4 is  very  essential  as  the  popul- 
^ ation  of  this  area  has  increased  during  the  last  two  years  The  Rhiw- 
bryfdir  area  is  evacuated  to  a river  and  during  dry  weather  is  a source 
of  danger. 

The  Dolrhedyn  sewer  is  evacuated  to  an  open  culvert  within 
about  20  yards  of  dwelling-houses — this  requires  earnest  attention. 

Closet  /Accommodation 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  2115  water  closets  in  the  area,  and 
there  are  148  pail  closets.  Nearly  all  the  water  closets  are  provided 
with  flushing  cisterns  and  water  for  flushing  purposes  The  pails  of 
the  pail  closets  are  removed  once  at  least  every  fortnight  by  Con- 
tractors employed  by  the  Council,  and  the  pails  are  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected. No  pail  closets  were  converted  into  water  closets  during  the 
year,  but  two  privies  were  converted  into  water  closets  at  Cromlech, 
Tanygrisiau.  There  is  a certain  number  of  privies  with  receptacles 
removable  by  the  occupiers,  but  these  are  only  in  connection  with 
isolated  dwelling-houses,  such  as  farm  houses.  Twenty  four  water 
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closets  were  constructed  during  the  year.  Of  these  12  were  in  con- 
nection with  new  buildings  or  extensions,  6 as  additional  accommod- 
ation to  existing  premises  and  6 in  leplaceni^nt  of  water  closets 
demolished. 

Scavenging 

The  area  was  for  many  years  divided  for  the  purpose  of  removal 
of  house  refuse  into  four  districts  : —No  1 Llan  district,  No  2 Manod 
district,  No  3 from  Tanymanod  to  Bwlchygwynt  (by  far  the  most 
populous  portion j,  and  No  4 Rhiw  and  Tanygrisiau  district.  Each 
district  was  done  as  a separate  contract  as  local  contractors.  There 
was  continual  difficult/  in  getting  the  contractors  to  carry  out  their 
work  efficiently,  so  the  Council^  has  now  dispensed  with  the  service  of 
contractors  in  all  districts  except  No  1,  and  the  work  is  done  by  direct 
labour  by  the  Council.  A motor  lorry  was  purchased  by  the  Council 
for  doing  the  work  and  local  carters  are  employed  when  required. 
The  contracts  provided  for  removal  of  house  refuse  from  premises 
once  a fortnight  except  certain  streets  which  were  to  be  cleared  weekly 
and  same  principle  has  been  adopted  under  direct  labour.  Every 
encouragement  is  given  to  extend  the  number  of  places  cleared  weekly 
and  it  is  hoped  that  weekly  removal  will  be  fairly  general  in  a few 
years.  There  is  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  nature  of  the  re- 
ceptacles provided. 

There  are  five  Refuse  Heaps  for  depositing  house  refuse  and  these 
are  in  fairly  satisfactory  positions.  They  are  well  looked  after  by  the 
Council  workmen  and  receive  almost  daily  attention.  The  contents 
of  pail  closets  are  deposited  at  Tanygrisiau  Refuse  Heap  only,  and  the 
workman  in  charge  of  the  heap  prepares  for  the  reception  of  the  con- 
tents and  properly  covers  sari.e  immediatlely  after  each  removal.  The 
work  of  removal  of  the  sanitary  pails  is  still  carried  out  by  Contractors

They  also 
take  samples  of  other  foods  and  act  generally  for  the  purposes  of  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  All  complaints  as  to  quality  are  consequently  referred 
to  the  Police.

The  Public  Health  (Meat*  Regulations  1924  came  into  force  on  the  first 
day  of  April.  1925,  A circular  letter  was  issued  to  all  occupiers  of  slaughter- 
houses and  butchers’  shops,  &c  . in  the  district  drawing  attention  to  the  Regul- 
ations and  enclosing  a copy  of  them.  All  the  occupiers  were  also  interviewed, 
and  the  main  requirements  of  the  Regulations  explained  to  them.
